Amending'the Constitution 


Senator Morris's-amendment providing that the President 


and congress shall assume their duties in January immediately 
following their election attracts hardly any criticism except 
from those who are constitutionally opposed to amending the 
Constitution. Such citizens argue that "there is too much ten- 
dency to change the Constitution nowadays,"'and that "we 
should let alone, the great work of the Fathers of the Repub- 
lic." 


This objection would have more weight if the Fathers had 


regarded their own handiwork as perfect. That they did not 
is shown by the fact that the very first congress, in co-opera- 
-tion with the very first President, largely the same men who 
had written the Constitution, started by offering 12 amend- 
ments to make it more workable, 10 of which were promptly 


. ratified. The present generation has no less right to adjust the 


details of-the Constitution to. meet its own'needs, while pre- 
serving and reserving its essentials.
